DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see Response filed 12/8/05 
(particularly page 11, line 12 - page 13, line 2), with respect 
to the rejection(s)of claim(s) 1, 5-6, & 10-11 under 35 USC §102 
and claims 2-4 & 7-9 under 35 USC §103 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has 
been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new 
ground (s) of rejection is made in view of 35 USC §112. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of 
the rejection of the last Office action is persuasive and, 
therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Upon review, examiner finds that the following passage from 

MPEP 706.07(b) applies in this case: 

However, it would not be proper to make final a first 
Office action in a continuing or substitute application 
where that application contains material which was 
presented in the earlier application after final rejection 
or closing of prosecution but was denied entry because (A) 
new issues were raised that required further consideration 
and/or search, or (B) the issue of new matter was raised. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S-C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly- 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-5 & 12-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, lines 18-19, the phrase "wherein said document 
reading unit is configured to read the document prior to 
specification of said enlargement/reduction condition" is 
unclear as to whether the recited timing refers to the operation 
of configuring the reading unit or to the operation of reading. 

In claim 13, lines 18-19, "wherein the detection unit is 
configured to detect the size after the image data generated by 
said document reading unit is stored in said storing unit" is 
unclear as to whether the recited timing refers to the operation 
of configuring the reading unit or to the operation of reading. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 6-11 & 14 are allowed. 

6. Claims 1-5 & 12-13, insofar as they are understood, would 
be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
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rejection (s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in 
this Office action.
